An Attempt te Assassinate HI in by a So-
ldier Minister of War lleluncuurt Killed.

attempted te sheet President Meracs
with a pistol. The president was just

wounded by a robber early Friday
morning while asleep in his house en
Antoine street. Mrs. Nieding was
awakened just as the intruder appeared
in the doorway of their room with a
lighted match in his hand. Realizing
that he was de tee ted, the stranger
fired a revolver at the bed. The bullet
pierced the breast of the sleeping man,
penetrating a lung and bleed vessels.
The robber escaped. Nicding can live
but a few hours.

MAXIM0G0MEZ
Will Net Accept Autonomy as a

Basis of Settlement.

The Insurgents Will Continue te Fight
Until Indopendence is Wen.

Independence or Death Has Ilccn and Is
Their Motte Only the Fermer Will

I'ut nn End te the War In Cuba,
bny Many Cuban Leaders.

Nf.w Yerk, Nev. 0. The Herald
prints the following letter from Max-
ieo Gomez, general-in-chie- f of the Cu-

ban army of liberation, dated at his
camp in Sanctl Spiritus: "The enemies
of Cuba have circulated in the United
.States the rumor that I am disposed te
accept autonomy as a basis of settle-
ment or solution of the present war.
The constitution of Cuba absolutely es-

tablishes that peace is be negotiated
upon the basis of absolute independ-
ence of Cuba. It is te obtain inde-
pendence that we have been fighting
two years and will continue te fight
until victory be ours.

"All statements that have been
hitherto or may be in the future pub-
lished te the effect that we are willing
te accept any ether solution short of
independence should be regarded as
false.

"We will fight for absolute independ-
ence, ns we stated in the manifesto is-

sued nt Mente Criste, as also it was
later set down in our constitution, nnd
as we are daily confirming it by the
shedding of our bleed en the battle-
fields."

Salvader Clsneres, former president
of the republic of Cuba, writes te the
Herald:

"Independence or death has been
and is our motto. We would rather sec
our beloved country disappear amid a
heap of ashes tfian accept any conces-
sions, no matter hew ample, unless
they carry with them the absolute in-

dependence of Cuba. Te obtain this
many of Cuba's best sons have given
up their lives; te obtain this many
mere of her sons are daily shedding
their bleed, which, absorbed ly the
plants of our soil, we breathe In the
nlr we Inhale."

New Yehk. Nev. 6. The Herald says:
It is toe late te talk of autoneny. Cuba
is lest te Spain. Only independence
for the islnnd will put an end te the
struggle new devastating the colony
and ruining Spain.

That is what eight leading Cubans
all of whom formerly favored auton-
omy told Sener Jese Canalejas in the
Fifth Avenue hotel. These Cubans did
net represent the junta for the junta
will discuss autonomy with no one, but
the conference is the mero remark-
able in its result, because the
men who talked se firmly against
any preposition except independence
were formerly leading autonomists,
who, in view of recent developments,
say that even were the5' te listen te
such a proposal the insurgents in tthe
field would simply scetf at it, ns an evi-

dence, net of Spain's geed faith, but
of her wenkness and willingness te
premise concessions rather than prose-
cute a hopeless war.

Sener Cnnalejas was formerly a mem-
ber of the Spanish cabinet nnd is the
proprietor of the Madrid Heraldo. He
comes te sound American feeling and
te inform himself by persennl ob-

servation of the state of affairs in
Cuba. '
